Defective Hearing in Children. 


Vienna Seue Frc>e Prease. 


Dr. Weil, of Stuttgart, has during 


the last years examined 4,501) school- 
children in reference to their hearing. 
The examination, which included 
boys and girls of all social classes, 
yielded the following results: _ (1) A 
iwrmal ear can in a quiet neighbor- 
hood hear whispering of ordinary 
loudu^'.ss at a distance of twenty to 
twenty-five metres; (2) defects of 
hearing are exceedingly common—in 
the public schools 30 per cent of the 
children were found to have imper- 
fect hearing in one ear. while a still 
larger percentage were found not 
normal; (3) among the children of 


i well-to-do parents the figures are 
more favorable than among those of 
the poor: (4) the percentage of de- 
fective hearing increases with age; 
(5) country schools yield relatively 
better results than city schools. Most 
of those whose hearing had been 
found abnormal had never been sub- 
jected to any treatment, and many 
had no suspicion oven of their fail- 
ing, jr.st as in cases of color blind- 
ness.
